SDOT’s Performance-Based Parking Program applies 
technical data to drive our paid parking management 
system. Our parking performance goal, written in the City’s 
municipal code (11.16.121], is to use data to set rates such 
that one to two parking spaces are open and available per city 
block throughout the day. To determine parking conditions, 
SDOT collects occupancy data annually in all paid parking 
areas through this large-scale study documented here. The 
collected data are used to determine potential changes to 
rates, time limits, and paid parking hours by comparing 
results to our target range of 70% - 85% occupancy 
performance. This report provides a summary of occupancy 
data from 2015 and 2016. 


SDOT manages about 12,000 paid on-street spaces in 20 
business districts. We have designated 30 parking areas with 
different hourly rates, maximum time limits, and hours of 
operation. From 2010 through 2015, SDOT has made over 70 
changes to the on-street paid parking area rates and hours 
of operation, based on data collected annually and reviewed 
with our advisory Parking Sounding Board and other external 
stakeholders.

Within neighborhoods, SDOT recognizes that demand for parking often varies from block to block. Based on these in- 
neighborhood differences, some are further divided into subareas. The parking rate Is often higher in the neighborhood core, 
reflecting the higher demand, and lower in the edge, indicated by the green BEST VALUE signs. 


The AFTER 5 PM designation extends paid parking hours to 8 PM in areas with high evening demand. These tools are 
communicated through symbols on parking signs, as shown below under parking designations.

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In 2016, SDOT collected parking data between April and 
June. Data were collected on typical weekdays (Tuesday, 
Wednesday, or Thursday) to represent average parking 
conditions. Collection dates were chosen to avoid 
overlap with significant area events. Hourly occupancy 
observations were made in most areas from 8 AM - 9 
PM, with select neighborhoods continuing as late as 

12 AM. The Westlake Ave N area count was completed 

in September 2016. An extra summer count was also 
completed in the Ballard Locks, to match seasonal rates 
to visitation patterns. 


Occupancy is defined as the percent of legal on-street 
parking spaces where a vehicle Is parked at a given 
time. SDOT does not formally designate parking spaces, 
but we maintain an inventory of spaces that would 

exist If spaces were legally marked. These legal spaces 
are based on standard parking space dimensions and 
consider restrictions near intersections, driveways, and 
fire hydrants. Occupancy can be over 100% as vehicles 
often park close together or partially in illegal spaces. 


SDOT uses an occupancy target range of 70 to 85 
percent, which equates to 1 - 2 spaces available along 

a blockface. Recognizing that demand varies over the 
course of the day, SDOT evaluates parking occupancy 
by time of day groupings. Setting variable rates over the 
day is enabled by our pay station replacement project,

which is updating Seattle’s pay stations citywide by early 
2017. This is a shift from previous years, where parking 

occupancy was evaluated by the three highest hours over 
the course of the day, with one rate set for the entire day. 


Rate evaluation periods are: 


e Morning (rates between 8 AM and 11 AM) - 9 AM 
and 10 AM occupancy 


e Afternoon (rates between 11 AM and 5 or 6 PM, 
depending on paid hours) - Occupancy of the three 
highest hours from 11 AM through 4 PM 


e Evening (rates between 5 PM and 8 PM, where 
paid hours extend until 8 PM) - 6 PM and 7 PM 
occupancy 


Occupancy is not averaged, but is calculated as the 

total vehicles divided by the total supply during those 
hours. For the afternoon, the three highest hours are not 
necessarily consecutive. SDOT uses this metric because 
parking supply can vary over the course of the day based 
on a variety of restrictions. In areas without evening paid 
parking, SDOT uses the 7 PM occupancy to determine if 
paid parking hours should be extended. If paid hours are 
extended to 8 PM, the initial evening rate will match any 
updated afternoon rate.

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In addition to the target range, SDOT considers occupancy 
within 5 percent of the target range as within the watch 
list. This is defined as the ranges of 65-69 percent and 86- 
90 percent. Neighborhoods falling within the watch list will 
not have any rate changes made unless it is the second 
consecutive year of being above or below the target range. 
If occupancy values are outside of the target or watch list 
range (below 65 percent of above 90 percent}, SDOT will 
increase or decrease the paid parking rate in the same 
year assuming the area is not already at the minimum 
$0.50 or maximum $5 per hour rate. These minimum and 
maximum rates are effective at the beginning of 2017. 


SDOT is in the process of replacing 
or retrofitting all pay stations 
citywide to pay stations produced 
by IPS Group, Inc. Previous pay 
stations were installed beginning 
in 2004 and have outdated 
communications and parking 
management capabilities. 


SDOT is setting parking rates 

by time of day that reflect the 
differences in occupancy between 
morning, afternoon, and evening. 
SDOT is deploying 2016 rate 
changes identified in this report 
as new pay stations are installed 
(or, in fall 2016 for areas where 
pay stations have already been 
replaced). 


SDOT is committed to making data accessible to the public. 
Full information on our parking data studies is available 

on data.seattle.gov. These data sets include both results 
from Annual Parking Studies, along with parking pay 
station transaction data and parking space supply count 
estimates. 


Annual Parking Study Data 

Full results from our Annual Parking Studies from 2013- 
2016 are posted on data.seattle.gov under keyword “Annual 
Parking Study.” This log returns the parking supply and 
occupancy for every study blockface for each hour of the 
study.
